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Applicants develop a novel method of determining the anti-factor VIII allo-antibodies 
that degrade Factor VIII molecules. Prior art does not anticipate or suggest method of 
determining the anti-factor VIII allo-antibodies that degrade Factor VIII molecules. 
Applicants are the first to discover that allo-antibodies degrade Factor VIII molecules. 
Since prior art does not anticipate that allo-antibody degrades Factor VIII molecule, one 
knowledgeable in prior art would not envision a method of determining the anti-factor 
VIII allo-antibodies to degrade Factor VIII molecules. As such method of determining the 
anti-factor VIII allo-antibodies that degrade Factor VIII molecules is novel and non- 
obvious.
